They would have made wonder- 
ful picture layouts, but we couldn’t afford the 
time to scrape pieces of Sasse together and 
go to the funeral. Sasse’s one blind spot is his 
belief that no wild animal dares attack an 
INP man.”

HE Arab-Jewish strife in Palestine has

GRANT TO FILM COUNCIL 

A grant of $10,000 a year for two years has 
been awarded to the Film Council of America 
by the Carnegie Corporation of New Youl, 
according to Stephen M. Corey, chairman of 
the board of trustees of the FCA. The Car- 
negie grant, earmarked for the salary and 
administrative expenses of an executive di- 
rector, will enable the FCA to name a man 
who will speed the organization of commu- 
nity film councils throughout North America 
and extend the services of the national office 
to them. Eighty-seven councils already have 
been organized, and the Film Council has a 
goal of 350 this year. 

Thurman White, on leave as director of 
audio-visual education at Oklahoma Univer- 
sity, served as executive director of the FCA 
during the last quarter of 1947, and has con- 
tinued to serve on a part-time basis during 
1948 while studying for his doctorate at the 
University of Chicago. 

The FCA’s constituent members include 
the American Library Association, Educa- 
tional Film Library Association, National 
University Extension Association, National 
Education Association, National Association 
of Visual Education Dealers, Allied Non- 
Theatrical Film Association, National Film 
Society of Canada, and the American Asso- 
ciation of Adult Education.

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A Decade of 
PHOTOGRAPHIC ART 


A well-known teacher, author. 
and camera artist, looking back at the past 
ten years of photography, sees trends that 


insure its progress in the future

ISTORICALLY speaking, the two 
H most significant events in the world 
of photography during the past dec- 
ade were the flowering of the “‘Documentar- 
ists” and the death of Alfred Stieglitz in 1946, 
The first opened new vistas of the application 
of photography to the problems of society, the 
last closed a noble life dedicated to the appli- 
cation of photography to the deeper needs of 
the human spirit. 

The irresistible impetus of technological 
expansion during the decade was reflected in 
the mechanical, social, and aesthetic ad- 
vances of the art and craft of photography. 
No one could sensibly dispute the stature of 
the camera in relation to civilization and, 
specifically, to creative expression. In Amer- 
ica, the enthusiasms of the Roosevelt recon- 
struction, the emphasis on both human and 
abstract values of expression, and the terrible 
tensions of World War II, joined to create 
both a tremendous industry and a mature 
visual language. 

While the mechanical applications were 
accelerating, many interpretative and con- 
templative aspects were submerged. The fre- 
netic promotion of “‘popular” photography, 
and the wild competitive scramble of the 
manufacturers to build markets on mass in- 
terest stressed obvious and superficial entice- 
ments. Few clear distinctions were made 
between representation and expression; an 
unfortunate emphasis on subject was evidenced 
in the photographic magazines, in advertise- 
ments and even in museum presentations. 
The pictorial salons, being the focal points 
of low-intensity expression, maintained the 
status quo of the conventionalist and the hob- 
byist. The few attempts to inject more serious 
and personalized work in the salons were 
feeble in numbers compared with the un- 
counted thousands of typical “‘pictorial’’ ex- 
amples displayed and accepted by both ama- 
teurs and laymen as the type-standard of 
camera work. In fact, pictorial photography 
definitely deteriorated during the decade; the 
most obvious aspect of this deterioration lay 
in the emphasis on sterile themes and poor 
print-quality. This relaxation of standards 
infected commercial photography to the ex- 
tent that increasing numbers of pseudo-pho- 
tographic paintings were used by advertisers 
as obviously more effective than mediocre 
color-photographs. Of course, the years of 
war depleted both photographic talent and 
materials; most of the younger men were in 
the armed forces, and the magnitude of in- 
dustrial production did not favor consistent 
qualities of equipment and materials, to say 
nothing of their availability to the civilian. 
Technical standards in the armed forces were 
high; expressive standards low. Purely inter- 
pretative work suffered a serious decline: the 
years of war could well be defined as a period 
of automatism and observation. 

Fortunately, there were some exceptions to 
this general statement; some of the war pho- 
tography—amilitary and press—was most im- 
pressive. In times of stress a sincere and in- 
tense expressive intention may emerge above 
the structure of necessity and convention. 
Significantly perhaps, the greatest operations, 
the most startling events, do not lend them- 
selves to photographic expression. They are 
complete in themselves, and it is only by the 
merest chance that the event and its inter- 
pretative perception are coincidental. For 
example, the photographs of the atom bomb 
explosions, and the actual burning of London 
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Navajo Mother and Child is the work of Ansel Adams, well- 
known for his photographs of California and U.S. national parks. 
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Toward the Sugar House was made in Vermont in 1944 by Paul 
Strand, classed as one of the country’s outstanding photographers. Henri Cartier-Bresson, a perceptive photographer of this decade, 
shows Pius XII, then Cardinal Pacelli, in France during 1937 
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Gambler Type, French Casino is from the camera of Lisette Model. Ansel Adams cred- 
its Miss Model with a genius-like ability to make “incredible images of people.” 


may be emotionally inferior to the organized 
and integrated images of the shattered city, 
of a body prone upon a South Pacific landing 
beach, or a face of misery and starvation. The 
accidental exposure may be impressive be- 
cause of the significance of the subject alone— 
not because of any possible integration by the 
artist. Photography has been, and probably 
always will be most effective in relation to the 
intimate and poignant aspects of the world, 
to simple things in their considered and felt 
moments of highest significance. 

Nevertheless a few small but vital circles 
supported the clarification of aesthetic stand- 
ards of photography during the decade, and 
encouraged appreciation of the more subtle 
objectives of the art. The department of pho- 
tography of the Museum of Modern Art was 
established in 1940; for the first time since 
the Photo-Secessionists under Alfred Stieg- 
litz, a vital, aggressive center of creative pho- 
tography commanded public attention and 
accomplished an important interpretation of 
functional and aesthetic standards. Under the 
able direction of Beaumont and Nancy New- 
hall, in the face of considerable opposition 
from reactionaries and super-avant garde doc- 
umentarists, exhibits of great historical and 
creative importance were presented, ranging 
in time through David O. Hill, Mathew 
Brady and the American Frontier photog- 
raphers, and Eugene Atget, to the compara- 
tively recent exhibitions of Edward Weston 
and Paul Strand. 

Retrospective exhibits—‘‘Photography, 
1839-1937” (organized and presented by 
Newhall prior to the formal establishment of 
the department), “Sixty Photographs,” and 
the contest exhibition “Image of Freedom” — 
together with numerous contemporary docu- 
mentary shows, proclaimed the catholic atti- 
tude of the department and revealed the con- 
structive trends of photography. The Weston 
exhibit was probably the most compelling

RE you looking for new picture opportunities? Maybe you are 
weary of zoos and beaches. Your welcome with your family 
is worn to the point where they hide when they spot you with 

that black box. Or you feel that you have picked the wrong branch 
of photography; switching to tabletop subjects last winter didn’t 
even help you out of the rut. Maybe the old town, in your opinion, 
just hasn’t any more picture opportunities that can be spotted 
without much trouble. 

Did it ever occur to you that making new friends, meeting new 
faces and new personalities, and most of all—going to new places—is 
always one of the biggest incentives for new and better pictures? 
There really exists a solution for all this mental turmoil, a panacea, 
I might say, a definite remedy. 

Why not try adventure? Have you ever thought of packing a 
supply of flashbulbs and film and hopping one of the many busses 
or interurban trains that radiate in all directions from the average 
city, to travel in just a few hours to Utopian fields of almost unbe- 
lievable picture opportunities? 

The pictures you have seen in travel folders usually were made 
closer to home than you realize. The American tradition and the 
travel industry has the habit of overplaying key American spots 
such as the Rockies, Florida, Yellowstone, Niagara, the Smokies 
and others like these. True enough they are our priceless heritage 
unmatched by anything on this globe and should at some time in

one’s life be considered a ‘‘must” in travel plans; but picturesque 
places lie close to home, too. 

Due to this overemphasis given our key spots by American adver- 
tising, there has been an unwarranted lack of appreciation of the 
scenic material and the inspirational possibilities of what really lies 
about us near home. And once explored, this strikes us with amazing 
truth, if we but give our dormant powers of perception and our 
photographic eye the green light. 

Do you realize that for a few dollars, one can be wafted away on 
a bus far away from his lifelong haunts? A three-hour ride in any 
direction from Chicago, and north, northeast or northwest from 
New York City, and in any direction from the average inland 
American city, will bring one to a country setting that will seem as 
rich and virginal in potential picture settings as that 500 or even 
1000 miles distant. 

You don’t even need travel literature for the day’s outing. Half 
the fun is not knowing where you’re going—whether it is north, 
south, east, or west. 

At least you can be positive of one thing—you’ll be on the way 
to new places, new skies, new roads, new hills, new rivers, new 
towns, and new people. And there’s that chance for a “‘showdown”’ 
with yourself to see whether you are the genius you thought you 
were but never had a fertile field in which to prove it. 

Once you are away from your life-long haunts in the city, picture 
opportunities literally will start to happen faster than you can get 
your camera set, and you’ll even find yourself confused as to what 
to shoot first. Obviously it is going to be a necessary asset to be able 
to forget you have a groundglass, and to use the wire frame finder. 
Load up generously with film or rolls but above all—concentrate 
on how you can cut other equipment to a minimum. 

Most shots on such vagabond trips in the country will average 
around 1/100 at f/16 with fast film, or f/8 with slower film. Ten 
minutes’ practice viewing through the wire finder will reveal how 
astoundingly easy it is to learn to compose pictures in this manner 
sufficiently accurate for successful work. It will be a ‘“‘must” as you 
will discover soon, when valuable pictures start to pop too fast to 
allow you to pull out the focusing cloth. 

Almost invariably when coming across pictures in quick candid 
setups where young models are concerned, the spontaneous quali- 
ties, or the ‘‘peak” expressions will freeze and wither if you are a 
slave to the groundglass. Small models get very tired staying in a 
spot and lose their sparkle while you make a series of time- 
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Texture studies can be found wherever the eye may fall. Here 
Myslis has caught worn wood, weathered metal, old cobs of corn. 


consuming camera adjustments with your head under a_ hood. 

Your essentials will be camera, film, sunshade, only one extension 
light and reflector, both a yellow and red filter, and all the small 
bulbs you can possibly cram into every available inch of your flexible 
canvas carrying case and a couple of your empty pockets. Your case 
usually will have room for a dozen or more large size and a dozen 
medium size bulbs. 

On a bus, it always is advisable to keep your camera with you 
and not stored in a bag (and never on a shelf) as there is always 
more than an even chance it will be bumped by hurry-and-scurry 
passengers. 

With all due respect to those who boast of orderly arrangement 
of their gadget bags, we are all human when it comes to misplacing 
little necessary accessories; therefore always carry filters in a desig- 
nated pocket instantly available, so you’ll have them before a sunset 
or a beautiful cloud fades away. I'll guarantee that the old, old 
story of fumbling feverishly through your bag for that thin disk of 
orange or red glass, or meter, while some dramatic shot is fast 
disappearing, will be repeated many times if you haven’t a definite 
place for such accessories. At least from experience, I have found 
that this little rule will pay big dividends, and save the day when 
you’re suddenly confronted with the one and only sunset you’ve 
seen on the entire trip. And, if you are shooting in color, it’s a 
tragedy to have to search for a meter when the peak of color may 
only last from two to five minutes. 

Now packed, whether it be a Brownie (they, too, come now with 
synchronized flash) or a larger camera, you are all set. Whenever 
possible, it is best to leave early in the morning so you can get to a 
location in time to put in full shooting under the best light conditions. 

Soon, as your cheek is glued to the window of a. bus, the city 
pavements, endless stores, houses, and gas stations will start to fade 
into the outskirts. Gradually vistas such as we remember seeing in 
our childhood school reader will start to unfold. Or if you have 
been a reader of national magazine advertisements using photo- 
graphic illustrations, you may recognize instantly surroundings that 
could well have been the very locale of those illustrations. 

When you see a shot—ask the driver to stop, and although he no 
doubt will be puzzled why you want to get off far from town or a 
regular bus stop, he’ll be glad to oblige. There will be no end to the 
natural picture setups you’ll spot from a bus window like this. You 
are going to bump into one after another. 

You are now in the country—often

HERE’S no excuse for monotony in 
photography. If you find either that 


you are getting tired of taking pictures, 
or that all your pictures seem to look alike, 
the chances are that you’re in a rut. This is 
just another way of saying that you have de- 
veloped the bad habit of taking pictures over 
and over again in the same way. 

In order to regain your old enthusiasm for 
photography and to give new freshness to 
your pictures, you must jar yourself out of the 
rut—and the way to do that is by thinking 
about your pictures rather than by shooting

according to your old, familiar methods. 

But along what lines should you proceed 
toward better pictures? The answer to that 
important question is that you should start 
thinking along new lines, since it is freshness 
which you want to bring to your attitude 
toward your hobby and the pictures which 
you produce. 

And thinking along new lines does not 
necessarily mean thinking about new equip- 
ment. Buying a new camera or a new lens 
will give your picture taking a shot in the 
arm, to be sure, but the effect almost always

is temporary, and enthusiasm wanes when 
the newness of the equipment fails to give real 
newness to the pictures which result. 

Experimenting with new films, new papers, 
and new developers is not the answer, either, 
unless you are one of those photographers 
whose primary pleasure is darkroom work, 
rather than picture-making. 

New subject matter at which to point your 
lens is always exciting, of course, particu- 


larly if it presents problems you’ve never 
solved before. But you don’t need to travel 
around the world to find new subject matter. 
Plenty of promising new material is all 
around you, if you will only learn to see it, 
then take the trouble to determine its possi- 
bilities and take fullest advantage of them. 
And this promising material is really a part 
of the same scenes and settings that you have 
shot before. Once you have realized this, 


you'll find that with a little imagination and 
effort you can give freshness and variety to 
your work. All it takes is a new viewpoint of 
the subjects you’ve been shooting all along. 

New handling of this same subject matter, 
with your usual equipment, usual film, and 
usual developers—believe it or not—is the 
best way to get yourself excited about your 
hobby and to turn out more exciting pictures.

IVING in and about New York City was rapidly becoming 

intolerable to Alabama-born Bill Shrout, one of Life’s topnotch 

photographers. Although he had put up with its hustle and 
bustle, as well as that of other big cities, for many years, Bill was 
beginning to yearn for the easy-going life of his old home in the 
South. For some time he debated with himself on the advisability 
of returning to Alabama, but when he mentioned this possibility to 
his friends they immediately scoffed, and made it- plain that they 
didn’t think too highly of the idea. “Impossible!” they snorted, 
“You can’t get away with it.” The truth seems to be that most

photographers agree that to be a bang-up success in the business, it 
is necessary to locate near the market in the big town where every- 
body knows where you are, and where editors can get ahold of you 
when they want you. They believe that it is much easier to walk 
into the office of a magazine editor or an agency and sell their wares 
by personal contact. ‘‘Nobody could ever get an assignment from a 
place like Alabama. . . that’s the very end of the earth,” they told him. 

With the big city’s evils still rankling him, Bill turned a deaf ear 
to their well-meant advice and after eight successful years on Life’s 
staff, he quit, packed up his family, and headed south. His friends 
shook their heads sadly and muttered that another good photog- 
rapher had cracked up. . . but let us see what happened to the

man who deliberately abandoned the big city, where he had done so 
well, against advice, and struck out for the hinterlands. 

Of course the first problem was to find a roof to cover the Shrout 
heads, to say nothing of the Shrout darkroom, and in these times 
roofs are difficult to locate anyplace—even in Alabama. After much 
seeking he did manage to find a couple of acres of land about fifteen 
miles southwest of the city of Mobile, on an island covered with 
pines. This place with its little stretch of beach all its own, really 
appealed to Bill, and what was more important, there was a small 
house which furnished ample room for quarters plus another building 
to serve as a darkroom and storeroom. When Bill discovered a 
screened beach house down by the water, he knew that this was 


‘it,’ and the family moved in and took over. So much for the place 
to live and work. The picture business was another thing. 
Shrout had stopped in at the Philadelphia offices of the Saturday 
Evening Post on his way down and had had a very favorable chat with 
the photo editor, but now that he was tucked away on a rural route 
many miles from Philadelphia, would that editor remember to send 
him an assignment? In no time, however, there came in a job of 
illustrating a story for the Post right down in the South. This first 
story came so soon that it caught Bill without a darkroom and the 
processing was carried on in the kitchen after nightfall. Other 
assignments began to come in at regular intervals and before long

HOW THESE PICTURES WERE MADE 
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AX THARPE, of Statesville, North Carolina, has 

devised a neat technique for producing apparent 
underwater shots without having to take his camera 
below the surface of the pool. His method is to have his 
model make a surface dive from the top of the pool to 
its bottom, swim underwater to the rim of the tank, and 
then swim up to the surface at that point. Tharpe stands 
at the edge of the pool, points his camera down towards 
the water, and catches the swimmer as she nears the 
surface. 

The effect, as you can see in his picture above, is 
remarkably similar to photographs made with cameras 
used underwater. Sue Brookshire, 17-year-old student, 
was Tharpe’s model for this picture. His camera was a 
2%x2\% Voigtlander Superb, equipped with a 3-inch 
Heliar f/3.5 lens. The exposure, using only sunlight, 
was 1/250 at f/6.3 on Eastman Super-XX film. 














| Ba WEEKEND is the apt title of the shot at the 
left, caught by Fritz Neugass as he idly walked 
down New York City’s Park Avenue with his camera. 
The reflection, almost like those you see in a circus fun 
house, was discovered in the glistening surface of a newly 
waxed car.

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SNOW-CAPPED mountain peak is truly one of nature’s most 
magnificent creations. Wouldn’t it be great if you could fill 
the gasoline tank in your automobile, load your trunk with 

photographic equipment, and drive to the scenic mountain regions 
of the west, or elsewhere. Approaching vacation weeks will give the 
green light to adventurous cameramen and women. 

Until your day arrives, however, you can spend your time profit- 
ably by doing some planning as to where to go and what to do. 
Many localities in the United States and Canada offer particularly 
attractive settings for your snow-minded camera lens. Mountain 
areas in Oregon, Montana, Washington, and Wyoming, and the 
Estes Park and Pikes Peak region in Colorado are excellent stages 
in the United States for the photographer interested in snow-capped 
peaks . . . and the Jasper National Park district in Western Canada, 
and the Banff and Lake Louise area in the Canadian Rockies also 
provide like photographic opportunities. 

Living in Portland, Oregon, in the very shadow of the snow-clad 
cones, I have been able to make frequent visits to several of America’s 
most stately mountains without much regard to road mileage. I 
would like to pass on some helpful camera hints that I had to learn 
the hard way, and save other cameramen many of the heartaches of 
an unsuccessful photographic expedition. Most of my information 
has been accumulated from actual photographic experience over a 
long period of years. But I also have learned a great deal from other 
photographers through photographic magazine articles and by asso-

ciations with them on trips through the mountains. It is my hope 
that readers of this article will profit from the methods I shall discuss, 
and from the illustrations presented, and that given the opportunity, 
they will be able to handle the same subject with equal or better 
results. 

Whether you are an armchair photographer or one who takes his 
mountaineering and photography in stronger doses, the snow peaks 
are an incomparable attraction. Probably no other subject has more 
universal appeal to the camera enthusiast. There is no better way 
of passing on the pleasure derived from viewing their majestic beauty 
than through the medium of pictures. 

Now, if your ambitions are to cut your own trails and record the 
real wild and rugged beauties of the mountains, then select a compact 
camera. Always keep your photographic equipment well protected 
by means of a strong gadget case. On trail trips into the back- 
country a filter case secured to the belt, and a pack-sack are absolute 
necessities. You will find that it pays to carry a minimum of para- 
phernalia on the more strenuous pack trips. Even for Kodachrome 
hunting I seldom burden myself with a tripod when travelling 
extensively into the hilly terrain. However, a good solid tripod is 
necessary for slow shutter work. 

There is no such thing as a perfectly suitable all-purpose camera 
for all photographers. It is largely a matter of personal choice. As 
for myself, when I am shooting for both color and black and white 
I take along my Bantam and 4x5 Speed (Continued on page 98)

CLOSE-UPS 


By ERIC SCHAAL

HE extreme close-up is a statement of fact, executed photo- 

graphically. It is the photographer’s declaration of inde- 

pendence from emotion‘ Carried to extremes, the photographic 
close-up has a realism unapproached by any other art form. It can 
achieve surrealism surpassing that of Salvador Dali. It is neither 
exaggerated nor understated. Gertrude Stein’s “‘A rose is a rose is 
a rose” is a perfect description of a rose in extreme photographic 
close-up. 

With the keen edge of fact, extreme close-up penetrates the outer 
shell of make-believe with which humans and nature surround 
themselves. The beauty contest winner with her skillful pancake 
makeup becomes “girl with mud on her face” in extreme close-up. 
But that factual representation of a made-up face in its minutest 
detail, gives a truer portrait than the more distant shot. 

In a normal picture, the laborer, sweated and grimy after his 
day’s work in the broiling sun, tells a story of hard work through 
his stooped position, sagging shoulders, and work clothes. Contrast 
that with the extreme close-up. A few square inches of slack mouth, 
surrounded by sweaty skin with grime-laden pores—these elements 
give the story by implication. 

There is nothing in the realm of photography so well suited to 
lend emphasis to a statement, to accentuate a given fact, as the 
extreme close-up. Because of the limitation of the field of view, a 
single glance tells the story without explanation. It is practically 
impossible to mistake an element in the picture for anything but 
what it is—and that is of great photographic significance. But close- 
up photography is even more than that. It is more than just a record 
of a fact made through a recording instrument. It is the frank dec- 
laration of the photographer that he believes the part is more 
significant than the whole. Once you’ve made that declaration, it is 
a simple enough matter to follow through on it. 

Naturally a certain amount of equipment is essential for extreme 
close-up, but you may have to buy very little, and that little can be 
inexpensive. A camera with double-extension bellows is desirable, of 
course, but others can be used. A tripod, however, is important, 
and should be rigid. Add to that a tape measure, a simple calculator 
for determining the effective {/number (such as the Effective Lens 
Aperture Kodaguide), an auxiliary slip-on lens, and some mechan- 
ical ingenuity, and you’re ready to begin. 

In making either an average or extreme close-up, you must keep

in mind that clarity is essential. You must rid the subject of extrane- 
ous material. But be sure you leave enough material around the 
subject to identify it. Close-up, remember, is fact and explanation— 
not pure design. Just an eyeball, photographed in extreme close-up 
might easily be mistaken for a marble or a color filter, among other 
things. That’s why you must frame the eyeball in its natural fringe 
of lashes so it can be readily identified as an eye and nothing else. 

So often when I speak of extreme close-up, and stress the necessity 
for orienting so minutely detailed a subject, people ask why I don’t 








just enlarge a portion of the negative. Others suggest that getting in 
close to the subject, after planning the more usual ten-foot shot, 
would make it a simple matter to shoot an extreme close-up. Nothing 
could be farther from the truth. Extreme close-up is not that easily 
achieved. It is a specialized branch of photography, requiring special 
techniques and aptitudes in order to deal justly with the subject 
matter. But anyone who really wants to, can create studies in 
extreme close-up. 

In this field of photography the camera arigle is extremely impor- 
tant, because you crowd everything into the smallest possible space, 
and work with a very shallow depth of field. Not only are you going 
to get close to the subject; you must also overcome any undesirable 
distortion and obtain the best possible perspective. You must also 
determine how the single part you have elected to feature may best 
be related to its surroundings. 

Fortunately the camera is a completely mobile instrument. It can 
go anywhere you can. By changing the camera’s poiut of view 
constantly, you are able to explore thoroughly the dramatic possi- 
bilities of your statement-of-fact. A minute change in camera angle 
can exclude irrelevant elements that might be unobtrusive in a 
normal shot, but become hideously aggressive in extreme close-up. 

If it is at all possible, remove such irrelevant material bodily. If 
a single petal obscures the main detail in a shot of the rose’s anatomy, 
remove it. If a cross-section shot of the rose’s center appeals to you, 
just strip off the front petals and leave only the background petals 
on the side away from the camera to serve as an identifying agent. 
But don’t get caught tampering with the fact. Be sure to eliminate 





any evidence that proves you’ve changed the flower in any way. It 
is imperative that you refrain from upsetting the natural position 
of the subject, since it is possible that by removing a single part, you 
throw the entire composition out of line. (Continued on page 144)

Why Midget Lamps? 


Emphasis today is on midget lamps because 
they are the lamps for amateur flash photog 
raphy. Entirely aside from their convenience 
and economy, the small lamps offer technical 
advantages. Because they provide a compact, 
concentrated source of light, they permit re- 
flector designs of great efficiency 
Consider, for example, the reflector used 


on the Kodak Flasholders and the Kodak 
Photo Flasher. Deep, compact, and conven- 





ient, this reflector is optically designed to 
utilize all the light of the small lamp to best 
advantage—concentrating it within the pic- 
ture area instead of spilling it all over the 
landscape.

For those who wish to use flash, but can em. 
ploy neither a synchronizer nor a Kodak 
Flasholder, the inexpensive Kodak Photo 
Flasher provides a handy solution. This com. 
pact reflector unit accepts No. 5 and SM 
lamps, and extends the advantages of {lash 
photography to any camera that can be set 
for ‘‘time’’ or ‘‘bulb.”’ 


Even Inexpensive Cameras 


Built-in flash synchronization is by no 
means confined to the more expensive cam- 
eras. Several inexpensive Kodak and Brownie 
cameras have offered this feature for quite a 
while. Latest of the group is the smartly de- 
signed, reflex-type Kodak Duaflex Camera, 
which has already proved to be an ideal 
camera for starting a younger member of the 
family on both flash and non-flash photog- 
raphy. Add a Kodak Flasholder to the Duaflex 
—there’s one especially designed for it—and 
it's equipped for both night and day. 

All in all, as mid-’48 nears, the flash en- 
thusiast tends to find himself well equipped, 
reasonably well supplied, and part of a group 
that’s growing as swiftly as any other group 
in photography.

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GOTHAM in BUBBLES 


News photographer goes modern with reflections 


by capturing city’s images on plastics balloon 





Margaret Holloway, a five-year-old model, steadies the plastics balloon she has blown, so that International News 
tographer Sam Goldstein can photograph the reflections of the Old Tombs prison in downtown Manhattan. 


San TIME immemorial, photog- 
 raphers have been striving to portray 


scenes in some way other than the ob- 


is. Reflections have been one of the 
main outlets for these desires. We are 
familiar with the more mundane pic- 

s of pastoral scenes reflecting them- 
selves in some pool or mountain lake. 
More recently many urban photographers 
puddles of rain in the streets to 


reflect skyscrapers. Sleek automobile 
fenders and glass (both mirrors and win- 
dow panes) have been used to give that 
“something different” approach to pho- 
tography. Even the pupils of the eyes 
(and the spectacles that cover them) 
have had their share of being used to 
reflect images. 

Now we have entered another phase 
in the experiment—reflecting buildings in

plastics bubbles. Sam Goldstein, Inter- 
national News Photos photographer, took 
this assignment of improvising the show- 
places of New York in these plastics bub- 
bles and taking their pictures. A 4% 
year old model, Margaret Halloway, was 
his only assistant. After overcoming the 
problem of keeping the bubbles from 
soaring away, Sam set up his Speed 
Graphic on a tripod. He had his model 
hold the bubble in the shade so that it 
would have an all-over darker shade. 
This eased the problem of photographing 
the reflections of the building in the sun- 
light. He worked at the same speed for 
all shots—1/50 second at f/8. 

Photographer Goldstein is well qual- 
ified for “tough” assignments as he has 
20 years of I.N.P. experience. He had a 
colorful war record—which was studded 
with action. He was torpedoed and nearly 
drowned during the North African in- 
vasion. He virtually went through the 
entire Italian campaign with the Fifth 
Army (he was the only photographer 
there othave his own personal jeep) 
and marched into Rome with General 
Mark Clark. He met the late Ernie Pyle 
at the Anzio beachhead and later on Oki- 
nawa campaigns.

you work on negatives or color transparencies, the results 

will depend largely on your ability to control developing 
conditions. In case your time-temperature control sometimes 
has you guessing, why not eliminate the guesswork so that 
you will know you are on the beam? 

Regardless of the type of developing tank you use, it is 
easy to construct a constant temperature developing tank 
jacket which will help obtain better gamma control and to 
avoid reticulation. Even though you do not do any color 
developing, a jacket of this type is a definite aid to better 
development of negatives. 

The jacket illustrated here was made several years ago for 
negative development. It will accommodate four bottles of 
solution and a roll-film developing tank. For color develop- 
ment the bottle compartment should be large enough for six 
bottles. 

The size of the bottles depends on the capacity of the devel- 
oping tank. If your tank has a capacity of more than 16 ounces, 
quart-size solution bottles will be required, but if you have a 
pint-size tank, you can get along with 16-ounce bottles such 
as are shown in the illustration. These bottles were obtained 
from a local undertaker. Being square, they fit nicely into the 
square bottle compartment. Since they are graduated in 
ounces, they are useful for many solutions in the darkroom. 

The purpose of the constant temperature developing tank 
jacket is to maintain the proper temperature for the developing 
tank, the wash water, and the solution bottles. To use it, a 
piece of bath hose is attached to the inlet tube, and the other 
end to the mixing faucet at the kitchen sink, the bath tub, 
or the laundry tubs. The solution bottles are placed in the 
bottle compartment. The thermometer is inserted in the one- 
hole rubber stopper, and the water is turned on to fill the 
jacket. 

The hot and cold faucets are then adjusted until you obtain 
the proper temperature for development. After obtaining this

adjustment, the water may be turned off completely if desired, 
but a gentle flow is preferred because it will be handy for 
rinsing and washing purposes. For the final wash the rubber 
hose can be removed from the inlet tube and inserted in the 
filler hole of the tank. 

Since the dimensions of the jacket depend on the number 
and size of bottles, the size and shape of your tank, and the 
general arrangement you prefer, the dimensions of the tank 
shown here should be regarded as explanatory material and 
should not necessarily be used for the tank jacket you will 
build. 

Your first step is to do some simple planning. This includes 
determining the size and number of bottles you plan to use 
for the solutions, also the selection of a suitable developing 
tank if you do not already have one. Then arrange the con- 
tainers in a compact but not too snug group, to determine your 
dimensions for the bottle compartment. 

Measure the body of the developing tank for the diameter of 
the hole. Most tanks have a lip or ridge projecting from the 
body. The diameter of the hole should be too small for this 
projection to pass, providing support for the tank and keep- 
ing it from dropping into the jacket. 

Next buy your sheet metal. This should be galvanized sheet 
in 24, 26, or 28 gauge. The larger you make your tank, the 
heavier the gauge of sheet metal you should use. Also, re- 
member not to use material that is too heavy as you will only 
increase the difficulties in working it. You should also pro- 
vide yourself with tin snips, solder, flux, and a soldering copper 
or electric solder iron. A scriber for marking your pattern on 
the sheet metal can be made by placing a steel phonograph 
needle in an improvised holder of wood or metal. 

After laying out your pattern on the sheet, make all cuts, 
then all the folds or bends and assemble the pieces to try them 
for fit. When they fit nicely, you are (Continued on page 155)

Some years ago professional photographers attempted to make a 
jotion picture in Carlsbad Caverns, New Mexico. They worked 
ith huge lights and got . . . nothing. That cavern is so vast that 
at particular group of professionals simply wouldn’t believe how 
ich light mere space could absorb. Additionally the cave walls 
sorbed light as effectively as they absorbed sound because they 
re pitted and pock-marked. If they are hard and wet they reflect 
th light and sound and at such points the voice echoes and 
hotographs have numerous white spots. 
\t Cave of the Mounds, Wisconsin, a cavern recently discovered 
ind which already has had more than 300,000 visitors, every camera 
rier tries to get a snapshot. Commercial finishers are constantly 
tting special instructions, ‘Please print this even if it isn’t very 
od. It was taken in Cave of the Mounds and I want it anyway.”’ 
these people would only use minutes instead of fractional seconds, 
r their exposures, they would get printable negatives. 
With the normal lighting in Cave of the Mounds a printable 
gative can be obtained on film the speed of Verichrome with a 
inute exposure at f/8.

I know the local application of this 
warmth is not new, but I think this way 


of doing it is good, and I have never known 
blistering or fogging to result.”

With a red filter and infrared film, 
or even ordinary panchromatic and an over- 
timed print you can get very striking results. 

Most seasoned mountain photographers 
are of the opinion that almost any photos 
graphic situation may be met with panchro- 
matic film. Since pan film is not as sensitive 
to blue as other types of emulsions it produces 
more accurate sky tonés. Pan film used with 
one or more filters and a slight increase in 
normal exposure time gives the cameramen 
great control over contrasts. I personally 
prefer medium or fast emulsions so as to gain 


| greater focal depth or shutter speed, and to 





eliminate the necessity of a tripod. 

In conclusion, I might add that I enjoy 
looking at a good photograph whether it be 
a group of happy youngsters, a portrait of 
an old man, or a magnificent building. But

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WARD PEASE DISCUSSES. 


T HAS occurred to me that something 

about the inner workings of the selection 
of a photographic salon would interest many 
photographers. Some consider the photo- 
graphic exhibition of salon type the highest 
goal toward which to aim their picture- 
making efforts. Others may have a sort of 
negative interest and want to know how the 
salons “got that way,” or the way that they 
think they are. Any camera owner can profit 
by some knowledge of the manner in which 
prints are picked for a salon if he wants to 
make really good pictures himself. 

A discussion of the inner workings of the 
selection of a salon from the viewpoint of one 
who has had the privilege of helping to judge 
two within the last thirty days might prove 
enlightening and I may be able to point out 
a few weaknesses of prints, 
the avoidance of which will 
help to improve your work 
and your chances for ac- 
ceptance, 

First, there is something 
to be said about the mechan- 
ics of the selection of a salon. 
The committee has received 
the prints and arranged them 
all ready to start. Usually 
they will be in four piles, 
each pile containing one each 
of an exhibitor’s four prints. 
Often there will be further 
subdivision according to size 
of print so that the smaller 
prints may receive fairer 
treatment by being seen be- 
fore the impact-packing big 
prints have passed before 
the jury. Foreign entries are 
sometimes Vv iewed separate] 4 
because of the problem pre- 
sented by the fact that they 
are sent unmounted and must be held up on 
a blank mount for viewing. The recommend- 
ed practices of the Pictorial Division of the 
Photographic Society of America have sim- 
plified things for both salon committee and 
exhibitor. These practices have tended to 
standardize some phases of the conduct of a 
salon with benefit to all concerned and with- 
out in any way restraining the full and free 
exercise of the imagination or any other abil- 
ity in making a print—except perhaps that of 
exceeding a reasonable upper limit on size. 
lo remove this restraint would give an un- 
fair advantage to anyone who could spend a 
lot of money on paper, equipment, and dark- 
room, far beyond what most of us could 
afford. 

One of the best of the standardized prac- 
tices has to do with the light under which the 
prints are to be viewed by the judges; the 
much maligned light box. I believe that a 
great deal of the criticism has been met in a 
revision which was made in the box several 
years ago under the direction of the nation’s 
foremost aathority on lighting and vision. 


{ Unfortunately not all of the light boxes ex-

tant have been brought up to date, and part 
of the present criticism may be due to this 
fact. I suspect that most of it is something 
that got started against the first efforts to 
standardize the lighting. The fact remain; 
that an exhibitor knows what will be the jl- 
lumination level under which his prints will 
be viewed, and can make them accordingly, 

We have now reached the point _ here the 
prints are all stacked in piles ready to be 
shown to the jury, and the light box is read 
for use. Committee members are in their 
places; some pass the prints into and out of 
the box; others pass them over to the big 
tables where they are piled according to th 
judgment of the jury on the first viewing 
still others handle the clerical work. There is 
a lot of this, and a well organized committee

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|nique and passable composition has been 
stopped for discussion by a jury. Sooner or 
later one will ask “‘but does it say anything? 
What did the maker have in mind?” If it is 
impossible to determine the thought back of 
a picture, it is likely to go ‘‘out”’ in the end, 
although such a print may land in the “hold” 
pile on the first round. Such prints are often 
described as being the Christmas card or 
picture post card type of thing—in other 
words, the same old stuff done over again 
with nothing new added by the photographer 
who submitted the print. 


Many a print will be greeted by one or 
another of the jury remarking, “Why this is 
the same sort of thing that we have been 
doing for the last ten years”? (or twenty years 
or thirty years, depending on how far back 
his experience or study goes). Just as often, 
if the print is good, another juror may re- 
mark, ‘“True enough, but is there anything 
in the show which has not been done before? 
This fellow seems to have added an idea of 
his own to the old story and made something

new out of it. I say ‘in 


Novelty of one kind or another is always 
welcome, provided it is well done and defiin- 
itely out of the “‘stunt’”’ class. Too much that 
is offered in the way of novelty or originality 
has nc real merit as there is nothing offered 
except this novelty or stunt aspect of the 
work. Another type of thing that is always 
welcome, partially because it is so rarely seen 
in a well-done form, is a bit of humor. Coarse 
ribaldry is out of place, and I have never 
known it to succeed. One form that is often 
done well and usually draws a laugh and a 
favorable reaction from the judges is a sly dig 
of pic- 


torial photographers, print critics, or salon 


at the peculiarities and weaknesses 


judges. 

Oddly enough, composition does not come 
forward in the discussions over a print as 
often as one might expect. Most frequently its 
absence is noticed, as is obviously bad com- 
position. ‘The commonest form of this is mis- 
placed emphasis—leading lines that miss the 
main point of interest or maximum contrasts 
at points of no importance with the real 
center of interest suffering from neglect. An 
example (actually noted in a recent judging) 
would be a portrait or character study with 
an excellent face softly lighted, but with the 
top of a black hat right in front of brilliantly 
lighted spot on the background. This con- 
trast pulls the eye right away from the face 
to a spot of no consequence. The problem 
of the background we have with us always. 
Weaknesses in this regard that I have heard 
commented upon recently are unsuitability, 
too busy and obtrusive, and of such a tone 
that hair or other parts of a figure or head 
merge with the background and are lost in it. 

Most salon jurors are sufficiently experi- 
enced as photographers themselves so that 
any serious defect in technique is obvious to 
them at first glance. Technical excellence is 
easy enough for all to acquire, and there is no 
excuse for its absence. There are more tech- 
nically excellent prints submitted for every 
salon than any jury can possibly accept. It 
would take a powerful idea to carry into the 
accepted pile any more than moderate tech- 
nical weakness. Technique is really quite sec- 
ondary as a consideration except when it is 
conspicuous by its weakness. Some of these 
heard commented 


weaknesses that I have 


upon by judges recently have to do with 


| fogged or grayed-over whites or weak diluted 


blacks in a print; poor spotting; uneven ton 


ing or streaks and spots of uneven color in ; 


toned print; paper used that is entirely to 
contrasty or too soft for the negative. Thes 
last errors lead respectively to (a) jet black 
and washed-out whites with no detail in the: 
and no middle tones in between, and (b 
weak anemic looking prints. There is a diffe: 
ence between weakness and delicacy in 








print. Many subjects can only be treated in 


a delicate manner; none profit by a wea 
treatment. 


Oddly enough, a juror will occasionally 
see a good, strong print of a certain picture 


at one salon; and a poor, weak, badly-spott: 
or color-streaked print of the same thing 

another. I have had that experience recent 
and have heard other judges comment on t! 


very same experience. I suppose that the time 


comes for every one when the only print 
available to send to a salon are a bit off, ar 
he takes a chance. Perhaps this could be t! 


reason why a print will be successful at one 


show and be thrown out at another. 


This brings up the matter of how a judge 


reacts to prints which he has seen befo 
especially those of fellow club members ar 
other friends. As a member of one of the mos 
salon-conscious camera clubs in the count:

I have often been faced with this situation. 


My practice has always been to let the other 


judges vote first, then I vote as I see fit. Th 
is no doubt but that familiarity with a pri 
has an influence. A good print inevital 
grows on you, a poor one just the opposit 
It is just that much easier to make up y 
mind on a familiar print. A certain prop 
tion of good prints are the kind that do 
make a knockout impression at the first b: 
viewing, but, as they are seen again, t! 
merit begins to penetrate. That is the reas 
why many excellent prints go first to t 
“hold” pile, later finding their way amo. 
those accepted. Frequently such prints ey 
climb on up into the honor class when thx 
is one. Likewise, prints which have gone int 
the reject pile on the first round without o 
favoring vote are occasionally recognized 
time on a quick review of the rejects 
finally accepted. 


There are other reasons why a salon ju 


may see certain prints repeatedly. If an ex- 


hibitor has a print which he knows appe 


to a certain salon judge, it is inevitable that 


he will send that print out to any salon 
which the admirer of the print is a ju 


Who would not take advantage of such a 


situation? I have done it myself, and I k 
that it has been done to me. A little o 
year ago I was showing one of the “‘visit 
firemen” around; purpose, picture hunt 
I did not get much out of the expedition 
the other chap got one that is a “honey.” | 
think it is a great picture and he know 
Naturally it has shown up at the last t 
salons where I was on the jury, and it 
at all three. For that matter, I would be 
prised if it has failed yet at any show. 
Sitting on a salon jury can be a lot o 
and can yield a load of satisfaction. Pe 
that is why an invitation to do it aga 
likely to be accepted even when one 
that he cannot afford the time and ki 
that a lot of work is involved. As long as 
are shows to be selected and hung, juries 
needed, and I am sure that there will al 
be competent jurors willing to give their '

ROOM LIGHT CONTROLLED 





The amateur movie projectionist can 
easily control distant room lights, such 
as a floor or table lamp, from his position 
at the projector by using an extra exten- 
sion cord about ten or twelve feet long 
and equipped with an off-and-on switch 
installed about two or three inches from 
the male plug. Here’s the simple hookup. 
First, instead of plugging the projector 
cord directly to the wall outlet, run an 
extension cord equipped with a three- 
way socket from the wall outlet to along- 
side the projector. The projector cord is 
plugged into one of the three sockets. 
The second extension, with switch near 
the plug, is plugged into one of the two 
remaining sockets and lead to the dis- 
tant floor lamp. The projector is con- 
trolled by its own switch while the floor 
lamp is snapped off and on by using the 
switch on the extension. If desired, a 
pilot or night light controlled by its own 
base switch can be inserted in the third 
socket on the main feed cord. A handy 
hookup, this extension will prove invalvu- 
able when projecting away from home 
where lamp and outlet connections might 
not be too convenient—George Carlson, 
Chicago, IIl. 


WOODEN MOUNT HOLDS 
FADING GLASS 





A fading glass holder for movie cameras 
can be made easily from a small block 
of wood. The holder allows the operator 
to move the glass in front of the lens 
more smoothly and without the danger 
of it slipping to one side. Bore a hole in 
the block slightly larger than the diame- 
ter of the lens, and line the opening with 
felt. Make the block about a quarter of 
an inch wider on each side than the 
width of the fading glass. To build the 
sliding groove for the glass, lay the glass 
on the block and glue heavy strips of 
cardboard to the wood along the upper 
and lower sides of the glass. These strips 
should be slightly higher than the thick- 
ness of the glass. Then glue wider pieces 


of cardboard on top of the strips so that 
they extend across the edges of the glass 
to form the grooves.—Ruth Hunter, Phoe- 
nix, Ariz.

and too deep a shadow might prevent facial 
expressions from being discernible. With the 
use of a reflector, sunlight is thrown back 
into the shadows; a well balanced light is 
achieved, and the scene is given a profes- 
sional touch. 

Even those who shy away from building 
their own equipment can easily construct a 
reflector. Simply paint (white or silver) any 
large size surface such as cardboard or ply- 
wood. In a pinch even newspapers can be 
propped or held to reflect light into the 
shadowy portions of a scene. 

Long monotonous scenes, coupled with the 
steady drone of a projector, will put any 
audience to sleep. Break up your action into 
sequences of full shots, long shots, medium 
shots, and close-ups. This will keep up the 
pace of the picture. If a certain portion of 
action is to be emphasized, use a close-up to 
accentuate the particular idea you are trying 
to get across.

HERE are certain photographic 
subjects of extreme contrast which 
require out-of-the-ordinary pro- 
cedure to bring about the final satisfac- 
tory print. For instance, there are few 
spots above ground and in broad day- 
light any darker than the depths of 
California’s famed Redwood Forests, yet 
these are stabbed with spots of blinding 
light where the sun touches brown trunks 
and new-fallen snow which confound the 
photographer. A meter reeding in the 
shade will sometimes call for 50 times 
more exposure than a sunlighted area 
only a few feet away. 


A long exposure to pick up shadow de- 
tail, followed by soft development to keep 
the overexposed high lights from block- 
ing up is, of course, indicated. However, 
in the case of the accompanying illustra- 
tions, an exposure of 2 second at f/11, 
yellow filter, on Super-XX film—devel- 
oped only 60 percent of normal—pro- 
duced a negative of unprintable contrast. 


The first print, exposed on soft paper 
for shadow detail and normally de- 
veloped, is devoid of middle tones or 
high light detail. Ordinary methods to 
secure softer print quality—soaking the 
print in water between exposure and de- 
velopment, softer developing solution, 
“pulling” the print, dodging—all were in- 
sufficient. Accordingly the negative was 
soaked in water a few minutes, then im- 
mersed for 90 seconds in a red dye solu- 
tion (New Coccine, about 12 teaspoonful 
in 1 quart of water) and hung up to dry. 


Suppose the range of contrast between 
the thickest and thinnest part of the neg- 
ative could be represented by the pro- 
portion of 500 to 1.

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Close-Ups Tell 
the Story

If youw’re making a close-up of the insides 
of a watch, and the large wheel obscures the 
mainspring that instantly says ‘‘watch,” you 
can preserve the factual quality of the picture 
by removing the wheel carefully, without 
loss of natural line. But often bodily removal 
of extraneous elements is impossible. Then 
you have to call upon your photographic 
know-how to play down the importance of 
the offending part. The thing to do is keep it 
out of the light. You can either backlight the 
subject or avoid lighting the offending ele- 
ment as far as possible. If the part is in the 
background, by a clever handling of the 
diaphragm you can keep it out of focus. For 
an obtrusive background, or an extraneous 
element in it, throw it out of focus. You not 
only achieve your aim of minimizing its at- 
tention value, but in addition you frequently 
get a delightful, three effect. 

The extreme delicacy of focus in close-up 
work makes this easy to do. So shallow is the 
depth of field that in an extreme close-up I 
once made of the eyes of a bee, one eye was 
in focus, the other was out, even though I 


dimensional 


had stopped all the way down. 

Lighting for extreme close-up should be as 
concentrated as possible in order to bring out 
texture and modeling. One of the difficulties 
you’ll encounter is to keep light out of your 
lens under these conditions. Spotlights, nat- 
urally, are better than floods, and since your 
primary object is to show texture, side or 
backlighting is preferable to a front light. 
With strong backlighting, you can limit your 
front light to the minimum necessary to pene- 
trate the heavy shadows. Either a soft shteld- 
ed floodlight, or reflectors of crumpled tinfoil 
or white cardboard will serve as front lights in 
the absence of brilliant sunlight. 

If flashbulbs are available in your com- 
munity, use them; they are without doubt 
the ideal light source for extreme close-up 
photography. With flash you can stop down 
the lens all the way, because you can place 
the bulbs close to the subject. The crisp, clear 
highlights that flash provides are a joy to the 
photographer. Yet even this nearly perfect 
light has a weakness. Because of its power, 
the shadows tend to become dense, so you 
have to watch out for this and compensate 
with plenty of secondary light or reflectors. 

You will find that even reflectors can’t be 
handled in the usual way in extreme close-up 
pictures. ‘There just isn’t enough space be- 
tween the subject and the camera lens to fit 
them in. So you have to improvise reflecting 
surfaces that will fit the problem. You can 
make a reflector out of tinfoil and cut a hole 
in the center for the lens to peek through as 
one means ol working in ¢ lose quarters. 

The size of the reflecting surface necessary 
is governed by the size of the subject matter. 
\ reflector no larger than a penny postcard 
will suffice for photographing a small subject

But for more ambitious s¢ tups in extreme 
close-up, it is necessary to place the light 
exactly where you want it. Then the problem 
of the small space between camera and sub- 
ject becomes acute—but not hopeless. It is 


possible to direct the light to the exact point 


on which it belongs by means of a relay of 
mirrors. Moreover, you can control the type 
of light you desire from each mirror. A con. 
cave mirror will give approximately the same 
effect as a spotlight, while a plain mirror wil! 
serve floodlighting to illuminate the 
shadow areas. Since these mirrors need not 
be large, they are inexpensive, and can be 
obtained at variety stores and notion coun- 
ters. They do represent a worth-while ex- 


fe or 


penditure that pays dividends in the form 
of better close-up pictures. 

In making extreme close-ups, the problem 
is to obtain a large image of a small object 
on the film. This can be done with almost 
all cameras in one way or another. Good 
miniature and small single-lens reflex cameras 
often have the means provided through avail- 
able accessories such as supplementary lenses, 
lens extension tubes, and special focusing de- 
vices for this sort of work. In the case of 
larger cameras extension tubes can be used, 
and auxiliary slip-on lenses are available at a 
small cost. Kodak makes the Portra lenses for 
work of this kind, and they are available in 
different focal lengths and diameters. They 
also have printed matter explaining how to 
use the Portra for close-up work and copying. 
There are other makes of slip-on lenses avail- 
able from your camera dealer. In addition, 
simple meniscus spectacle lenses, obtainable 
from your optometrist or optician, are suit- 
able and can be coupled to the lens of the 
camera with adhesive tape or by means of 
a simple cardboard mount. 

If you have a camera that can’t focus on 
subjects closer than 3% to 4 feet, a slip-on 
lens will enable you to decrease lens-to-sub- 
ject distance considerably. The combination 
of camera lens and slip-on has a shorter focal 
length, and therefore permits you to place the 
camera much nearer to the object you are 
photographing. For example, if the camera 
has a 5 %-inch lens and the focus scale is set 
at 31% feet, a Portra 3+ slip-on lens permits 
a lens-to-subject distance of about 10 inches. 
On a 3x3 negative this would cover a field 
of about 5x7 inches, and depth of field 
would be extremely narrow.

NEW photographic device, the Photo 
d Indoscope, which enables doctors 
and dentists to photograph internal parts 
of the body at the end of a tube, has been 
perfected by Frederick A. Metlen, re- 
search photographer with the Boeing Air- 
craft Company, Seattle, Washington. 

The device consists of an ordinary East- 
man Bantam camera attached to the rear 
of a metal light chamber, or bowl, so that 
the lens points through it and down a 
tube fitted to the opposite side. The Ban- 
tam was chosen simply 
because of its light weight. 
The complete assembly— 
camera, bowl and one 
tube—weighs but three 
pounds and one ounce. 
Other types of cameras 
could be used, with dif- 
ferent sized brackets for 
attaching them to the 
bowl. 

The two 12-watt view- 
ing iights within the light- 
tight bowl] have their own 
switch and wire plug for 
insertion into any 110- 
volt circuit. Two No. 5 
flashbulbs also are housed 
in the bowl. The camera, 
of course, is synchronized 
with the flashbulbs inside. 

The interchangeable 
tubes, which run from !2 
inch up to 3 inches in 
diameter, can be made in all sorts of odd 
shapes, to fit into or through the various 
body openings. They are quickly detach- 
able from the bowl by means of a press- 
button release. Both tubes and bowl can 
be sterilized.

The larger the tube the faster the speed.

The Metlen Photo Indoscope has been 
well received by medical men who have 
seen it—because it is light; because the 
rankest amateur can use it; and because 
it takes color photographs at high speed. 
A series of color pictures can be invalu- 
able in lectures and in case _ histories. 
Moreover, if something unusual shows 
up during an operation, a picture can be 
taken in a matter of seconds with this 
new device, for there is no setting up 0! 
lights, focusing, or light glare. ‘Since 
small flash bulbs are used, the device is 
absolutely harmless, even while photo- 
graphing the eye. 

Inasmuch as tubes can be steam sterl- 
lized, they constitute medical aids through 
which treatment can be administered 
while they are still injected in patients. 
The medical treatment could be 
given through the bowl while it has a 
tube attached to it. Thus these two parts

Also, shooting the same subjects in a new 
way, using the same equipment is the best 
possible course for improving your ability as 
a photographer and as an artist. 

As a start in shifting your technique and 
your thinking, you might forget about tech- 
nical excellence of your pictures for a while 
and concentrate on artistic quality. 

Don’t throw away your exposure meter. 
Just use it casually, without thinking too 
much about it. But—do more thinking about 
composition. 

The word ‘‘composition” has but a vague 
meaning to many photographers, and to oth- 
ers it conjures up a confusion of rules about 
dividing the picture space geometrically ac- 
cording to formula. Many think that com- 
position is something which takes place in 
shifting the easel about under the enlarger. 
No less an authority than Edward Weston, 
however, says that the most important ele- 
ment in composition is the choice of camera 
angle at the time the picture is taken. 

‘‘When you select your viewpoint, you’re 
composing the picture,’’ are Weston’s words. 
With that in mind, when you seek to do some 
new thinking about composition of your pic- 
tures, direct your thoughts into definite chan- 
nels by thinking about viewpoint, or place- 
ment of the camera. 

Composition is important in every type of 
picture from tabletops to scenics, but for an

You might select a high camera angle, get- 
ting the camera really high by standing on a 
stepladder or other vantage point, subduing 
the background to an expanse of sand and 
looking at the girl from an unusual perspec- 
tive; or you might select a low angle, being 
extreme about it and putting the camera 
right on the ground, for another unusual per-

spective and a plain sky background. Or you 
can move the camera to either side of the 
girl, or take the camera behind her, without 
even having her look over her shoulder. 
Changing the camera position will give vari- 
ety not only in composition but in lighting, 
varying from frontlighting to sidelight and 
backlighting. 

If you are in the habit of shooting with the 
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sun at your back, you will be surprised at 
what a fillip it gives your pictures to shoot 
with the sun hitting the subject from the side 
or from the back. If you are not accustomed 
to sidelight and backlighting, remember to 
give an extra stop of exposure for sidelighting 
and two stops more exposure for backlighted 
subjects than for those facing the sun. 
Experimenting with camera position for 
giving variety to your compositions is a new 


line of thinking which can go on indefinitely, |

One sure way to achieve originality is to 
look for opportunities to flout the rules pur- 
posely—and purposefully.

If you start a definite campaign to achieve 
variety in your pictures, you are likely to 
have a lot of ideas popping into your head, 
and some of them won’t be too practical. But 
try them all, even though some of them are 
bound to be disappointing. Along with the 
disappointments which come of your novel 
ideas, you’ll have a lot more fun than you 
have sticking in the rut and you’ll produce 
quite a few pictures in the eye-opener class— 
and isn’t that what you want? 

Remember, above all, that there is more 
than one way to shoot a subject, and take the 
time to make sure that you have exhausted 
the possibilities of pose and composition 
afforded by your scene and setting—for that’s 
the way to get freshness and sparkle in your 
pictures.

ready to solder. If you prefer, the pieces 
for the end, top, and partition may be 
cut apart rather than making one as- 
sembly of them all. If this is done, the 
top should be marked out so that about 
14-inch can be folded on all four sides, 
instead of only two. 

When soldering, work with a hot iron 
and run the solder from the iron to the 
work as rapidly as the metal will take it. 
The larger the iron the faster and better 
job you can do. 

At a refrigerator repair shop you can 
obtain a short length—2 inches will be 
sufficient—of 14-inch copper tubing. Pinch 
one end so that the side walls are not 
over 48-inch apart. Insert this in the hole 
provided in the end, and solder well. 

Pinching the end of the tubing will in- 
crease the velocity of the flow of water, 
causing better mixing, and therefore bet- 
ter temperature control. Thermometer 
placement is best at about 1 to 2 inches 
from the end of the inlet tubing. The 
thermometer should be inserted to a 
depth that will place it in direct line with 
the flow. 

The thermometer shown in use in the 
illustration is a laboratory type which has 
a range from —40 F to +355 F. It meas- 
ures slightly better than 14-inch diameter 
and 15 inches in length. While this is an 
accurate and sensitive thermometer, it is 
not absolutely necessary to use one of 
this type. Your photographic supply 
house has several types which can be 
adapted easily. A range of +50 F to 
+100 F is all that is needed. 

When your developing tank jacket is 
completed, try it out first by developing 
some negatives. The tank in itself is 
quite foolproof, but it will be up to you 
to become acquainted with its use. If 
your water system happens to be subject 
to variations in pressure or temperature,

In the fh 
of news and reportage, such names as Al!

this hard-working, far-travelling clan made 
the camera the equal, if not the superior, 0! 
the written word as an instrument of in! 
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mation, record and significant interpretation. 

In any country where, as it was claimed 
for the United States, 20,000,000 people use 
a camera casually or otherwise, the high de- 
velopment of the art and craft may be as- 
sured, for out of this great mass of interested 
people will come a proportionally large num- 
ber of creative and technically advanced 
photographers. 

The trends and momentums of the ten- 
year period indicated the future develop- 
ments of the art. For one thing, professional 
competition was certain to be increasingly 
severe. The full vitality of the profession 
could be assured only by the establishment of 
state boards such as those governing archi- 
tecture, medicine, and law. The photograph- 
er had to be aware of the world about him, 
well-rounded in aesthetics and the social 
sciences. The ten years suggested one positive 
and constructive fact, that the day of the 
casual professional was over. Photography 
was destined to grow as a universal device 
of communication and expression and the 
ayman would demand of the professional 
the same perfection achieved in the higher 
levels of music, letters, and architecture. It 
was hoped that the layman would be encour- 
aged to enjoy photography both as spectator 
and creative amateur. While it would always 
contain aspects of a contemporary folk art 
and simple hobby, photography would un- 
doubtedly assume a place of dignity among 
the humanities. The decade revealed the 
tremendous potential.—®

Considering the many obstacles faced by 
Army personnel in foreign countries, such as 
lack of proper camera equipment, bad water 
supply, shortages of chemicals, printing pa- 
per, tripods, and filters, the technique was of 
a more than average calibre. In many cases 
it reached a high level of technical excel- 
lence, and compared favorably with much 
work hung in salons. 


Looking over some of the entries, perhaps 
one of the most significant effects wrought by 
service abroad has been a bolder maturity 
in mental outlook—especially with relation 
to people whose habits and language do not 
exactly jibe with ours. Many of the pictures 
were distinctly documentary in quality; and 
the characteristics of each race in the Foreign 
Peoples and Races class were, for the most 
part, devoid of any contrived “Hollywood 
Look.’? This is especially heartening in view 
of our popular misconceptions regarding the 
average soldier’s outlook. 


Even in the General Pictorial category, 
there was little attempt at glamorizing the 
countryside; but instead, one found a rather 
facile approach to the peculiar or particular 
features of each given area, whether the sub- 
ject was farmland, native habitats, or the 
ruins left in the wake of a bomb. 


‘here is little question about the overall 
pattern of thought in the minds of our GI 
photographers. Many of them now returned 
to the “hazards” of civilian life manage to 
or less comfortable living, 
through some of the excellent photographic 
training afforded by the Armed Services. 
Still others have become picture editors, 
writers on photo publications, researchers, 
editors, teachers, or members of the staff of 
photo studios in both the big cities and small 
towns. Large numbers of only partly trained 
personnel decided to continue their training 
at recognized schools under the GI Bill. The 
general consensus is that they are carrying 
on just about where they left off when they 
exchanged their ‘‘O.D.’s” for tweeds, and 
their GI ties for a striped number . . . in silk.

referred to as the “‘wide open spaces.” Here 
expanses greet you. You begin to realize you 
are in a cameraman’s paradise. Of course I'll 
admit you are not floating on air, for you 
have a four-pound camera in one hand and 
perhaps a 15-pound bag of equipment in the 
other. But in your ecstacy of discovering the 
endless wealth of picture material, your load 
will at times be lightened and forgotten. 
Time, too, is your cheapest and most plen- 
tiful commodity. So when you have to come 
out of the clouds, there is always a handy 
tree stump for a chair, or a soft green care 
peted bank on a cool creek to take a nap 
with one eye, while you scan a dozen pictures 
around you with the other. 

In the country, clouds stretch endlessly, 
with fewer chimneys, gas tanks, and tele- 
phone posts to scar them. And different days 
will give you different kinds of clouds, should 
you happen to be a stickler for pattern shots 
or the poetry of the skies. 

Rosy-cheeked carefree children, in not too

ragged, not too new clothes, run around in 
these small hamlets, waiting for new thrills 
and new people. Professional studios in the 
city have to go to great expense to get hold 
of models like these. It is even a big item of 
expense and research for them to maintain a 
wardrobe of these well-worn clothes, that 
you'll find made to order on location. 

As a rule these people in the country and 
small towns are frank, candid, and usually a 
little: apprehensive from previous experience 
with some thoughtless city people who picked 
their flowers and apples without asking the 
owners first. But if you convince them of your 
real purpose you wouldn’t ask for finer friends 
and they'll most always do anything for you. 


Don’t try to sell them prints of pictures you 
take of them; likewise they’ll feel awkward 
if you try to pay them cash; most prefer pic- 
tures as compensation. As a matter of fact, 
they may be skeptical of your promise to 





send them some 8x10’s when you “get back 
to the city,” but when they do receive the 
promised prints, they will feel humbly grate- 
ful and send you a letter of thanks, and in 
many cases, an invitation to stop by for 
Sunday dinner next time you are in the 
neighborhood. The whole situation must be 
handled in the light that they are accom. 
modating you in letting you photograph them, 

At times your bus may have passed a pic- 
ture before you could make up your mind, 
but another turn of the road usually will 
reveal another perhaps more interesting set- 
up. This time it clicks instantly—it’s three 
beautiful white horses pulling a plow grace- 
fully across a freshly furrowed field. In a 
moment, with a dozen picture possibilities 
passing through your mind, you are off the 
bus and making your way across the field,

Just as though it was made to order for you 
on a Hollywood set, a little girl with blonde 
curls waving in the June breeze dashes across 
the field, with a basket of midmorning snacks, 
to her daddy at the plow.

If you don’t care to work particularly with 
models, there is surely ample opportunity for 
your picture sense to have a good workout 
Dramatic animal shots can be a source 0! 
good revenue. But even animal shots take 4 
world of patience. After a short nap under 4 
shady tree on a luxuriant mattress of soft 
green turf, you might notice a group of ducks 
paddling around in what appears to be an 
ordinary shallow mudhole pond.

An hour passes, and nothing is 
accomplished and your helpers have been 
called home. In the afternoon you try the

enjoy the task. The ducks become confused 
and frantic not to be able to escape. After 
they swim in circles for half an hour, you 
finally get your picture. This type of patience 
will be found necessary in many other types 
of outdoor photegraphy, but the result al- 
ways will be worth the trouble.

Natural color photography, long a 
basic factor in magazine and newspaper 
advertising, will soon make its appear- 
ance on billboards throughout the coun- | 
try, due to a new development by H. M. 
Lupton, industrial designer. The idea is 
to combine actual color photographs, not 
reproductions, with a conventional bill- 
board, the latter being painted or lighted 
to act as an oversize frame. Advertising 
copy will be lettered in the usual man- 
ner. 

Heart of the plan is the “Futura Nat- 
ural Color Process,” a method of blowing 
up color transparencies to sizes as large 
as 8x12 feet; this is easily large enough | 
for billboards now in use, and research 
is under way to produce even larger sizes. | 
The blow-ups are weatherproofed by a 
secret process that prevents fading and 
deterioration for as long as six months, 
longer than the average billboard life. 

Many advantages are immediately ap 
parent with this process.’ Color photo 
graphs can depict things like clothes, 
foods, people, and machines with a faith- 
fulness to color and texture unobtainable 
by most artists, and in a considerably 
Shorter time. By using a slotted bill- | 
board, the enlargement can be replaced 
to correspond to changes in advertising 
policy within one or two days, the time 
required to make a new blow-up. 

Cut-out figures in natural color 
mounted on plywood can add a third 
dimensional effect to the display, espe- 
Clally when backed by another photo set 
normally into the frame of the billboard. 
Attractive landscaping would increase 
the natural beauty, and the addition of 
concealed lighting would complete the 
change of the common billboard from an 
artificial eyesore to a pleasant supple- 
ment to the scenery.—George Winthrop |

Wedding

The next scenes could be of the bride com- 
ing out of her home and getting into the 
family car to depart for the church. You 
could then go back to the groom looking 
through his pockets for the ring, until the 
best man reminds him that he has it, and 
everything is well. The next scenes could be 
of the bridal car arriving at the church and 
the bride entering the church. It always is 
interesting to have pictures of all the people 
who attend the wedding coming up the 
church steps and entering. The bride and 
groom later get a lot of fun out of saying, 
“That’s Aunt Clara and Uncle Billy,” or 
‘**There’s Mrs. Pendergast.” 

A relative drove my son-in-law’s car and 
left it in front of the church; however, when 
he parked it he left the keys inside and locked 
all the doors. Something like this is always 
fun to film. 

In making a wedding movie record, you 
can write your own ticket on just how much 
footage you want to expose. It might be well 
to discuss the plans with the bride or her 


| mother and make an outline of the details 


to be highlighted in the movie. If you want 
to end up with a four-roll movie (200 feet 


| of 8 mm, or 400 feet of 16 mm), you should 
| decide in advance how many feet of film will 


be allotted to each sequence. This will help 
you to “budget”? your film in advance. 
Today most movie makers like to use color 


| film for wedding pictures. This is quite nat- 





ural, because how else can one record the 
colorful dresses of the bridesmaids and make 
effective close-ups of their bouquets? The 
bride, too, will cherish the close-ups of her- 
self in color; and further, how else can one 
truly record the “blushing bride?’ 

The one problem in color filming is the 
making of scenes inside the church of the 
ceremony. This can be solved by making the 
interior scenes on fast black-and-white film, 
and then after the film is processed by having 
it dye-toned to the desired color. This toned 


section can be spliced in with the color scenes 
made out-of-doors, and when this is done one 
is hardly eonscious that it is not an actual 
color film record. 

Kodak Single Solution Dye Toner T-20 
or its equivalent can be used to tone your 
films. Practically any desired color can be 
obtained with this bath. 

After the wedding films are processed, they 
should be edited and titled. The various 
scenes should be cut to proper length and 
arranged in the best sequence. 

The titles should be adequate and should 
contain information on dates, and names of 
persons and places that might be forgotten 








The wedding breakfast is a happy occa- 
sion and should be included in your film 
coverage. Get a long shot of the group 
with toast-glasses raised, then a medium 
shot of bride and groom, then an ex- 
treme close-up of glasses being drained. 


in a few years. Remember, the wedding 
movie may very well become an important 
part of the family movie library, and may 
become as precious as the pictures of our 
grandparents and great-grandparents are 
today. 

A wedding film such as we have discussed 
here should be duplicated (if you can afford 
it) so that there will always be more than 
one copy available. The duplicate print 
should be stored in a location widely sepa- 
rated from the original, so that in case of 
fire or flood both films would not be dam-

be salvaged. 

Making wedding movies is fun—and re- 
member, there’s no finer gift you can give 
to the bride and groom than a motion picture 
record of their “‘day of days.” 





MOVIE REWIND BRAKE 


An easily made rewind brake for the 
inexpensive type of rewinds can be made 
from a short length of stiff metal or angle 
bracket material. The metal strip is bent 
at a right angle so that the upright part 
can be placed inside the sprocket of the 





Angle iron applies pressure to inside of 
sprocket wheel to slow down rewinder. 


rewind mechanism. A very thin piece of 
soft rubber eraser cemented to the end 
(tape can be used) provides the friction 
against the inside of the sprocket wheel. 
The base part of the metal strip is held 
on the base of the rewind by means of a 
bolt and nut through the center drilled 
hole in the rewind base. Two or three 
coils from a small wire spring are placed 
between the metal strip and the rewind 
with the bolt through it to provide a 
Slight spring action when the brake is to 
be applied. The bolt should not be too 
tght and a little experimenting will show 
the necessary tension. A rubber stopper 
cemented to the outer end of the brake 
‘ever is the finger rest. 
In use in rewinding films, pressure on 
id stopper will give the necessary light 
oraking action to prevent overrunning of 
the film. With no pressure being ap- 
piled, the rewind is, of course, free run- 
hing.—George Carlson, Chicago.

handle, working for the Post exclusively. One 
of the most remarkable things about this 
rapid success was that on two of his assign- 
ments he was actually sent to New York City 
to make his pictures. That has never ceased 
to amaze him, and proves definitely that his 
decision to move was not a mistake. 

Shrout’s assignments have come in so fast 
that he hasn’t had time to fix up his dark- 
room as he wants it and his methods are 
somewhat primitive at the moment as com- 
pared with the pent-house apartment dark- 
room technique of some of his friends. His 
darkroom procedure can be a good lesson to 
the many thousands of amateurs who can 
afford no more elaborate darkroom equip- 
ment than Bill has right now. He limits his 
set-up merely to an enlarger, a safelight, and 
two trays (he doesn’t even use a shortstop 
bath). It will prove to amateurs that superb 
work can be produced even in the most sim- 
ple of surroundings, and that a lot of fancy 
equipment will add nothing if the proper 
feeling for making pictures is not present. 

Other drawbacks which some consider 
serious threats to good work, such as well 
water that runs nearly eighty degrees, and 
which contains so much rust that it must be 
filtered, plus the terrific heat of the general 
area which requires that considerable ice be 
employed to keep the various solutions down 
where they belong, are coped with, and 
passed off as small matters by Shrout. Of 
course he plans a super darkroom, as all of 
us do, when he finds time to work it up, and 
it will include the big automatic drum print 
dryer which Bill jealously guards in his hall- 
way even though .he hasn’t had time to 
uncrate it. Prints are now dried four at a 
time in the kitchen—that end of the business 
being handled by his cooperative wife. At 
present it is a question of “‘who gits thar 
fustest’”” which decides whether the family 
| laundry or the Shrout prints are washed in 
| the darkroom tubs, but so far the prints have 
| always met the Post deadlines, so the situation 
| must be in hand. All of these things bother 
Bill not a whit, for he is now in the position 
| of which he has always dreamed. For in- 
| stance, while he develops films or washes 
| prints, he takes time off for a swim with his 
| two daughters. His daughters, by the way 
| play no small part in accomplishing the dark- 
| room chores, such as mixing chemicals, and 
| washing films. 





In regards to chemicals, Bill utilizes stand- 
ard ready-mixed formulas—Microdol for 
films, and Dektol for paper—and he varies 
the recommended procedure very little. He

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No. 5 flashbulb. Some of his shots however, 
have proved quite complex, and have neces- 
sitated the use of as many as five bulbs and 
200 feet of wire . . . all synchronized on a 
three cell battery case. Most of his black- 
and-white work is done with the Rolleiflex, 
but for color work his choice is the Speed 
Graphic, using daylight Kodachrome and 
blue flashbulbs. 

A total of five Rolleiflexes, two Contaxes 
with all lenses, two Speed Graphics, and a 
Deardorff, make up Bill’s equipment in the 
camera line. Two of the Rolleis are used for 
spare parts for the others. Right now he is 
waiting for a Super D Graflex to round out 
the selection. Being as far as he is from cam- 
era shops, he does most of his own camera 
maintenance work, and is very handy at the 
difficult task of repairing the Rolleiflex, and 
Compur shutters. 

Assignments may take Shrout anywhere in 
the United States, and they usually last for a 
couple of weeks at a time, after which he 
returns to his island retreat for processing and 
editing. Between assignments he tends a gar- 
den in which, among other things, he tender- 
ly nurses a patch of watermelons which are 
the pride of his Alabama soul. Then there 
are always the kids to entertain, and being 
a natural beachcomber, he always can find 
things to be gathered down at the bayshore. 
At the moment his big project is a rustic 
fence to run completely around the place, 
with driftwood furnishing the material. 

As remote as he seems to be, Bill’s tele- 
phone puts him in instant touch with his 
photo editor in Philadelphia, and air express 
takes his pictures there overnight. He 
marked to me one evening as he pulled his 
big print trimmer out from its place under 
the bed, ““There aren’t many New York boys 
who can do their work in a pair of shorts and 
live as informally as I can... and think of 
the overhead they have.” 

His friends might laugh at him for roaming 
about his place, basking happily in the sun, 
and some might even call Bill Shrout “‘crazy”’ 
for leaving New York . . . but I know better!

WAXED PAPER CUPS FOR WEIGHING CHEMICALS 











































Weight pans on most darkroom scales are 
usually too small to weigh the bulkier chem- 
icals such as sodium carbonate, even when 
using the paper “party-favor” cups employed 
for cleanliness. The larger size waxed paper 
tumblers will prove useful in handling chem- 
icals up to several ounces. As the tumblers 
weigh the same within a couple of grains or 
so, one can be used on each pan for balance, 
and their being waxed allows continual use.

USES FOR RUBBER CEMENT 


Rubber cement is a very handy item in the 
darkroom. I use it for mounting prints, mak- 
ing print dodgers, and many other uses. 

Incidentally, I’ve found that rubber ce- 
ment is an excellent adhesive for mounting 
Printon prints. Just spread a thin coating of 
rubber cement on the reverse side of the 
Printon and place it on a mounting board in 
the usual way. Then press it firmly on, rub- 
bing it to assure good contact between the 
color print and its mount.—George Lewitt, 
Endicott, N.Y. 


STEEL GRIP FOR FILM HOLDER SLIDE 


The problem of what to do with the film 
holder slide while taking pictures, particu- 
larly when you have to wait for any length 
of time before making your shot can easily be 
overcome by a steel grip clasp. Made of stain- 
less steel, the clasp slips onto the viewing 
hood of most cameras. It is 254 inches high, 
and one end is bent slightly, permitting the 
slide to be slipped easily into place. This 
handy gadget may be purchased at most sta- 
tionery stores.—Harry Goodman, Washington,

NON-SLIP AID FOR EASELS 


Unless an easel of heavy metal with a rubber 
base is used, it is quite possible that the com- 
position may not always be as we expected or 
as we planned. Those who use the type of 
easel illustrated can prevent this happening 
to some extent by applying rubber strips to 
the end supports of the easel. 

Small strips can be cut from an ordinary 
rubber sink mat and applied to the easel 
with any good cement. Before applying the 
cement, each surface should be sanded.— 
P. S. McGovern, Chicago, Ill. 


DRYING FILM TANK GROOVES 






For those who are without any type of rapid 
drying device, a clean paint brush such as the 
one shown in the illustration is an excellent 
aid in speeding up the process of drying 4 
film reel between successive rolls of film. The 
excess water is brushed out of the grooves 1n 
the reel, and any dampness which might be 
left is removed by blowing upon it. Such a 
procedure prevents any film jamming which 
often arises from a wet reel.—David D. Rudd 
Bethlehem, Pa.

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PLASTICS IN THE DARKROOM 


Need a dustproof enlarger cover? Leak- 
proof darkroom apron? Just get yourself a 
length of lightweight plastic material and 
some bias binding. The enlarger cover is 
merely a bag rather like a pillow slip, with 
one side left open about 12 inches at the 
bottom. Use the bias binding on all edges as 
the plastic is liable to tear when stitched 
without this protection. The split edge goes 
towards the working area of the enlarger, 
crosses, and is tied with attached tapes around 
behind the upright, giving complete coverage. 

[he apron is made of the same materials, 
merely a yard and a half of plastic with the 
top part narrowed to chest width so as to 
make armhole room.

CENTIGRADE AND FAHRENHEIT 


Photographers are often confronted with the 
necessity for converting degrees Centigrade 
to Fahrenheit and vice versa. This is no prob- 
lem at all to the fellow who remembers the 
following: 


Tochange FtoC: Add 40toF reading. 
Multiply by 5/9 


Subtract 40. 


TochangeCtoF: Add 40 to Creading. 
Multiply by 9/5 


Subtract 40. 


The procedure is the same regardless of 
which way the conversion is being effected; 
all you have to remember is when to multiply 
by 5/9 and when to use 9/5. This is a simple 
matter if you remember that the F reading is 
always larger than the corresponding C read- 
ing, and you therefore will use the larger 
fraction (9/5) to obtain a C equivalent.—

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CLOSE-UP FRAMER 


This handy focusing framer is useful in 
photographing small objects with your 
miniature camera using supplementary 
closeup lenses. The most essential part 
of the framer is the sliding metal tube 
which consists of one leg from a discarded 
tripod. Two sections of the tripod leg 
(one sliding inside the other) were used 
and were sawed the proper length to co- 


Flower close-ups are easy to make with 
the aid of this device. It frames the 
picture and shows the correct distance 
to get sharp focus at the same time. 


incide with the longest focal length close- 
up lens to be used—in this case 10”, plus 
5” for the camera position. In cutting the 
tube, the two small knobs which nor- 
mally lock the tripod leg in position were 
left on to provide tension in sliding the 
tube. 


The camera holder was made from a 
block of wood and a strip of light metal 
screwed to the top to hold the camera by 
means of a tripod screw. A small angle 
bracket soldered to the top of the strip 
keeps the camera in the same alignment. 


| The block also was supplied underneath

with «a tripod socket. 


The heavier end of the tube was force- 
fitted in a bored hole near the bottom of 
the wood block. Notice that the tube ex- 


| tends a few inches in back of the camera 


block. This is because the heavier end of 


| the tube must be long enough in back of 
| the camera block to allow the sliding tube 


knobs to provide sufficient tension when 
used at the closest focal length distance— 
in this case 4”. No matter what camera 
or lens you use, experiment a little— 
holding a ruler alongside the tube and 
camera to find out how long the tube 


should be.

together with three stiff wire framers to 
center the object at the given distance for 
each closeup lens. The framer “legs” fit 
into two drilled holes near the end of the 
smaller tube. 

Before making the wire framers, the 
field of view for each closeup lens must 
be determined. With the closeup lens on 
the camera lens, the camera back is re- 
moved or swung open and a strip of 
groundglass is taped on the film runners. 
With the shutter opened on “time” and 
at its widest stop opening, the exact field 
of view for the distance of each particular 
lens can be determined by looking 
through the lens and marking the limits 
on a piece of paper or cardboard fastened 
to a wall or other support. 

As soon as the field limits of each lens 
is marked on the paper, the correspond- 
ing framer is formed and soldered in a 
frame. Coat hanger wire is satisfactory. 
The camera set-up should not be dis- 


Determining the field covered by each 
slip-on lens at its working distance is 
accomplished as shown above. A strip 
of groundglass or tissue paper is used in 
place of the film, and the field is marked 
on a sheet or cardboard. This serves 
for use as a pattern for the wire frames. 


turbed until each framer is finished so it 
can be given a final check. By making 
the framers somewhat larger than the ac- 
tual field of view, they can be left in po- 
sition while photographing and not get in 
the picture. However, it usually is best 
to compose the view with the framer in 
place and then remove it while making 
the exposure. In. sunlight, for instance, 
the framer might cast unwanted shadows 
on the subject. 


The respective distances for each lens 
used are marked on the sliding tube by 
filing a groove or notch in it where it en- 
ters the larger tube. These marks are 
used as guides in telescoping the tube to 
its required distance. 


The focusing framer is very compact 
when telescoped together, and for use in 
the field and on trips, the wire framers 
can be dispensed with for greater port- 
ability by using single lengths of wire. In 
this case the wire simply centers the ob- 
ject and has small strips of adhesive tape 
to indicate the top and bottom limits of 
view. Knowing the sideways limits in 
inches for each lens, the whole field of 
view can be determined readily.—George 
Carlson, Chicago, IIL.

HEN The Allen B. Du Mont Lab- 

W oratories in New York decided 

to make photographs of their 
television screen during a telecast, they 
encountered an interesting optical prob- 
lem. 

In order to photograph a television 
“frame,” it is necessary to shoot at 1/25 
second, an interval during which it is 
possible to record the complete pair of 
scanning impulses. Each set of impulses, 
referred to as the “odd” and “even,” oc- 
cupies 1/60 second on the screen. If an 
exposure was made at 1/60 second only 
one set would be recorded on the film, 
and this would result in an incomplete 
image. But by shooting at 1/25 both sets 
of impulses are recorded. Thus in taking 
a picture of a television screen the film is 
actually receiving a double exposure, 
each exposure, one for the odd and the 








other for the even scan, being at 1/60 
second. 

Obviously to do this, bearing in mind 
that the illumination from the television 
tube in the receiving set is relatively low 
in intensity, a fast lens is necessary. Be- 
fore satisfactory photographs of the 
screen could be made, Harry C. Milhol- 
land, development engineer of research 
for Du Mont, had to search for a fast lens 
large enough to cover at least a 4x5 nega- 
tive. After a long search he found the 
lens photographed on this page. It is an 
Astro f/1.8 Pan Tachar, and it has a focal 
length of 125 mm. This isn’t quite long 
enough to cover fully a 4x5 negative, but 
it has been found satisfactory for all prac- 
tical purposes. 

The lens, which was made in Ger- 
many, was mounted in a barrel, but Mil- 
holland had it set in a No. 5 Universal 
Ilex shutter. The diaphragm closes down 
to f/12, its smallest aperture. 

In order to get fine grain and best re- 
solution, Milholland uses Ansco Isopan 
film, which has a Weston tungsten rating 
of 32. He has found that with the lens 
wide open his exposure is correct at 1/25. 

Making photographs from the screen 
itself has simplified Du Mont’s photo- 
graphic problem. Before using the Astro 
lens in order to get good publicity pic- 
tures, it had been necessary to pose them 
in the television studio. That required 


time exposures with the risk of move- 
ment and the discomfort of posing under 
the excessively hot studio lights. Now 
with the Speed Graphic equipped with 
the f/1.8 Astro lens, photographs can be 
made from any receiving set screen, and 
they are actual performance shots.—f®

WEIGH HYPO BY VOLUME 

The ordinary balance which is used for 
weighing photographic chemicals is per- 
for everything except the weighing 
of hypo, since a relatively large amount 
of the chemical is required for a small 
quantity of fixer. Rather than weighing 
out the hypo in installments, a simpler 
thod may be adopted. Hypo can be 
isured by volume with a degree of 
accuracy sufficient for all purposes. One 
ounce of hypo, by weight, is equivalent 
© the volume of 1 fluid ounce. If you 
t to weigh out a pound, or 16 ounces 
av irdupois, of hypo, merely pour the 
chemical into a clean dry graduate until 
evel of the hypo reaches the 1 pint,
